IS A GKAND WOES. 


What the New Hampshire College is 


Doing for Forestry in the State. 


On invitation of Frank W. Rsne, the: 


professor of horticulture and forestry 
at the New Hampshire college, the 
secretary of tbe Society for the Protec- 
tion of New Hampshire Forests visited 
that institution and was agreeably sur- 
prised to know what is really being 
dene there in forestry. 


Professor Bene baa been connected 


with tbe college since tbe fall of 1895, 
and each year since that time a course 
in forestry has been offered. This 
work is required of all the students 
taking the agricultural courses and is 
elective m tbe other courses of the in- 
stitution. Tbe past winter he bad a 
class of twenty five students, all of 
whom did exceptionally good work. 
Methods of teaching and objects to 
be armed at were explained. The col- 
lege is fortunate in having a forest of 
sixty- five (65) acres not surpassed any- 
where in tbe state for its quality; and 
this offers exceptionally good advant- 
ages for demonstrating practical fores- 
try. A small nursery baa been started 
which contains most of the valuable 
young forest trees, such as pine, spruce, 
etc, and students are pursuing work 
with testing forest tree seeds, germina- 
tion, transplanting, etc. 


The institution generally is in hearty 


accord witft the forestry movement, 
and besides its work m educating tbe 
young, and all interested in such an 
education, is doing much toward dis- 
seminating knowledge and all sorts of 
general 
information throughout the 


state. 


Professor Bane has been engaged by 


private parties and business concerns in 
different parts of the state as expert an 
thority toward solving the problem of 
reforestation and suggesting 
proper 


methods of forestry management upon 
forest lands already iu growth. Be has 
promised to write several articles for 
tbe benefit of those interested in forest- 
ry problems, which will doubtless be oi 
value. He is at the present time carry- 
ing out a planting of one hundred thou 
sand pine trees in Cheshire county for 
parties who anticipate restocking an 
area of nfteen hundred tores, 
These 


object lessons disseminating from this 
institution cannot help from being o 
great benefit to the state. 
A circular 


has been issued by the college settinf 
forth the character, amount and kind o 
work offered at the institution, and anj 
one interested in or contemplating 
studying forestry should write Profess 
or Bane or President Mnrkland for it. 


Besides the regular courses offeree 


to the college ^Indents, a one-year 
course in forestry is given for the bene- 
fit of any who desire to specialize in 
this work; and a ten-weeks' practica 
winter course is also offered for the 
benefit of any unable to attend a lon- 
ger period. 


It is little believed that citizens o 


the state generally know enough abou 
their state college and what it is trying 
to do. Especially is this true of th 
work in forestry. Professor Bane ha 
bts time well consumed, aa he his 
teaching and experimental work in 
horticulture in all its branches, and i 
called frequently to lecture in othe: 
states besides our own. 
He assure 


that everything that can be done to ai< 
and assist in creating and sustaining an 
interest and appreciation of forestry 
within his power will be done. 


If there are any questions of interest 


tbat the professor can help yon in solv- 
ing do not hesitate writing him, as he 
has agreed to answer such for us. If 
the question should be of general im 
portauoe he would doubtless write them 
for publication, so that everyone can get 
the benefit of the information. 
Ar- 


rangement* have also been made with 
him to give a lecture on forestry, espec- 
ially pointing out tbe features of how 
to collect seeds, grow and transplant 
seedlings, time required to grow lumber 
for market, etc. He is also making a 
collection of lantern slides 
of New 


Hampshire conditions, which be hopes 
to have in shape to use as material for 
an illustrated lecture during the coming 
winter.

Frank Jones, and made a thorough in- 
pection of the yard, being accompanied 
on the trip over the yard by Assistant 
Naval Constructor Dnbose, Naval Con- 
structor Tawresey and Civil Engineer 
Gregory. 


Daring the afternoon, Mrs. Bowles 


was tendered a reception at the resi- 
dence of Naval Constructor John G. 
Tawresey, TJ. 8. N., by Mrs, Tawresey, 
and the officers and their ladies of the 
yard were present. 
She expressed 


reelf as being delighted with her visit 


and the beautiful scenery in and about 
Portsmouth caught her appreciative 
eye. 


In the evening, tbe chief constructor 


met a number of prominent citizens at 
the Bookingham and to all he expressed 
himself as being highly pleased with 
everything that be saw at the navy 
yard. To say that he was surprised at 
the advanced position that this station 
has reached, is expressing it mildly. 
Ho was pleased with the rapid growth 
of tbe yard and his remarks were most 
encouraging to tbe friends ol the sta- 
tion.

ID the coarse of conversation, Admi 


ral Bowles expressed himself with refer- 
ence to this naval station in an interest- 
ing style. He said: "Daring my visit 
here, I have, for tbe first time, seen a 
real dry dock. I am satisfied that upon 
the completion of the magnificent dock 
which is now under way, across the 
river, Portsmouth will have as fine a 
one as there is in tho world." 


In detailing his trip of inspection at 


tho yard, Admiral Bowles said that it 
had been one series of surprises to him. 
He little dreamed that two years wonld 
see such a complete transformation 
of an old shipbuilding plant into the 
most modern and useful in the country. 
In his opinion, the Portsmouth •sta- 
tion today is well enough equipped to 
build the largest war snip required in 
any of the world's navies. 


Admiral Bowles remarked that the 


only thing necessary to send to this 
yard the great tide of the work o 
repairing tbe biggest battleships of the 
United States navy is the hastening to 
completion of the new dock. 


Tho chief constructor spoke with un- 


concealed enthusiasm whenever he men 
tioned tbe possibilities of this station 
and the immense influence which would 
be exerted by the dock now building

The regular meeting of the city gov- 


ernment on Thursday evening 
was 


rather uninteresting, the only matter of 
especial prominence brought irp in 
either board being the long deferred 
report of the council investigation com- 
mittee, an abstract of which is given 
below. 


The committee examined the manner 


in which the appropriations of the year 
1900 were expended in as thorough a 
manner as the limited time at its dis- 
posal would permit. The appropria- 
tion, according to the report, as a whole 
was overrun to an alarming extent, and 
it appears that there was "an extrava- 
gant and needless waste of money in 
many oases " The floating debt was 
increased about $27,000, and the com- 
mittee is responsible for the statement 
that, should this rate of increase be 
continued for a few years, the city 
wonld become practically bankrupt. 


It is stated in the report that estab- 


lished custom has become more power- 
ful than law, and that the city execu 
tive committee has exceeded its powers 
n numberless instances. 


The construction of the city ambn 


ance building, after the appropriation 
'or city lands and buildings had been 
exhausted, without the authority of a 
oiht resolution, is said to be a direct 
violation of sections eight and twelve 
of tbe compiled ordinances, and it is 
declared that in other departments the 
same disregard of tLese ordinances has 
been evident. Bills have been paid 
carelessly, it is charged, and it is far- 
ther stated that many families have re- 
ceived aid from the oity who were in no 
need of such aid. 


The alleged fact that a dollar ex- 


pended by the oity seldom brings more 
value thsn half that sum spent by a 
private individual or a corporation is 
commented upon, and strict; economy id 
urged so far as it is consistent with the 
advancement of the material interests 
of the city. 


The council is urged to do all in its 


power to prevent the reckless expendi- 
ture of city funds, and to secure for 
tho city the worth of its money in every 
oase. The council it farther urged to 
pass bills providing for the purchase of, 
supplies and tho repairing of oity 
buildings in all oases where an expend 
iture greater than 825 is necessary. 


A few remarks on the subject of the 


proper placing of bids for city work 
are indulged in, and it is also urged 
tbat the next legislature be petitioned 
to allow the oity to abolish the board of 
overseers of tbe poor, and to provide 
for the yearly election of a salaried 
overseer, as it is believed that thousands 
of dollars annually might ba saved by 
such an innovation. 


The report was signed by the mem- 


bers of the committee, John If. Good- 
all, 
C. Frederick Oole and Carlisle 


Olark. It was accepted by the council 
and placed on file. 


tcr, Max Barman, Julius Gouchar, W. 
T. Lucas and Philip Cohen. Tbe peti- 
tions of Melooo, Tucker, Lucas and 
Slaughter were granted; tbe others were 
laid on tbe table. 


The city auditor's report waa next 


read, and bills to the amount of 
$3541.42 were ordered paid. 


Tbe committee on street light* re- 


ported favorably on the petition of C. 
H. Clongh for an incandescent light in 
Parker place, and recommendation of 
the report waa adopted. 


The resignation of Park Commission- 


er Charles P. Berry was next read. The 
resignation was accepted and a vote of 
thanks was tendered Mr. Berry. Oo 
motion of Aid. Garrett, Lewis E. Sta- 
ples waa elected to fill tbe vacant posi- 
tion. 


Former Alderman Gray addressed tbe 


board on tbe subject of the almost im- 
passable condition of the Broad street 
extension. Mr. Gray's statements were 
corroborated by Aid. Vanghan and 
Garrett, and the matter was referred to 
the committee on streets, to report. 


One or two other small complaints 


were referred to the committee on 
streets, and the board adjourned until 
Thursday evening, Jane 20tb.

Mr. Hunt in an interview with a re- 


porter !a$r night <>n the financial and 
political situation in Porto Rico and the 
probable results of the Foraker lew and 
the recent supreme court decisions 
said: 


"Financially the island Is doing fair- 


ly well. The business men are realizing 
that credits with the United States 
must be established and Spanish cred- 
its cut off. The trade of Porto Kico will 
be immensely stimulated, however, by 
free trade with the 1'nitud State*, and 
the people want It. 


"The present form of government is 


satisfactory to the more conservative 
element. Xaturally there is a laudable 
ambition to advance at once to territo- 
rial government and complete, citizen- 
ship, yet it Is believed by many of the 
people that the surest way to get to this 
end is by gradual processes wherein 
they can accustom themselves to Amer- 
ican institutions. In the end, such men 
say, it will be the quickest. The year's 
experience has confirmed the wisdom 
of the Foraker law. Its powers are 
sufficient for the present, while its lim- 
itations are wholesome. 


Government De»lre« Free Traile. 


' "It is the earnest desire of the gov- 
ernment of the island to expedite free 
trade within the United States, but we 
iiave to put into operation the new local 
revenue law before notifying the presi- 
dent that a revenue system prevails 
which will meet public expenses. This 
law will obtain July 1, and after we 
have observed its operation we confi- 
dently hope for results justifying the 
passage of the joint resolution referred 
to. With no duties on sugar and fruits 
and with a better understanding of the 
American government and capital go- 
ing into Porto Kico its future looks par- 
ticularly bright. 


"Conditions in Porto Rico must be 


judged by conditions just before Amer- 
ican occupation and with recollection 
of the terrible devastation wrought by 
the hurricane of 181)9 and with refer- 
ence to other tropical island^. From 
those standpoints very great progress 
is to be recorded. The people are en- 
couraged now and have grown more 
self helpful. Close observation shows 
steady improvement, and every day 
makes me feel more rertnin that tho 
p«onle are gentle, well disposed and re- 
sponsive. 


"The full force of the recent decision 


of ilie supreme court cannot be tindcr- 
HtOf d In Porto Kk-o as yet. Indeed it is 
still the subject of animated discussion 
in tile Tnited Suites, judging by the 
papers, and until it is generally Known 
just how far the court went sentiment 
will not crystallize in either land "

President Stuyvesant Fish of the Illi- 


~ois Central Railroad company has 
issued a circular announcing a pension 
plan for the 40,000 employees of the 
company. The plan, which is to take 
effect July 1, is mora liberal in its 
provisions than has heretofore been 
adopted by any other road. The com- 
pany starts with a gift of $250,000 and 
in addition will each year make an ap- 
propriation of nn amount not to ex- 
ceed $100,000. The pension allowances 
are on the following basis: 


For each 5 ear of service an allow- 


ance of 1 per cent of the average reg- 
ular monthly pay received for the ten 
years preceding retirement. Thus, if 
an employee lias been in tuc service for 
40 years and bus received on an aver- 
age for the last ten years $50 per 
month regular wages, his pension al- 
lowance will be forty per cent of $50, 
or ?20 per month. 


An entirely new departure in railroad 


penp.onlng is made in a provision that 
leave of absence, suspension, di&missal 
followed by reinstatement within one 
year or temporary lay off on account 
of reduction, when unattended by othet 
employment is not to be considered as 
a break in the continuity of the serv- 
ice. 


The system applies to every officer 


and employee of the road, from the j 
president down to the humblest labor- 
er, except members of the law and sur- 
gicnl departments. All officers and em- 
ployees who have attained the ago of 
70 years shall be retired, and such of 


Engineers, firemen, conductore. flag- 


men and bralcemen, trainmen, baggage- 
,men, yardmasters, switchmen, bridge 
foremen, section foremen and super- 
visors who have attained the age o£ 
65 years may be retired and pensioned 
If they hare served the company ten 
years. Other companies make the age 
of retirement for these employees with 
a pension 20 years and require 30 
years' service for a pension. 


Officers and employees between 61 


and 70 years of age who have been ten 
years in the service and who have be- 
come incapacitated may be retired and 
pensioned. Other companies make the 
limit 05 to 69. 


In case an employee between 61 or 70 


years of age claims that he is, or should 
the employing officer claim that he is, 
incapacitated for further service lit 
shall make application for retirement, 
and the board of pensions shall deter- 
mine whether or not he shall be re- 
tired. 


No person inexperienced in railway 


work over 35 years of age and no ex- 
perienced person over 45 years of age 
shall hereafter be taken into the com- 
pany's service. Other companies make 
a straight 33 year limit.

Fifteen years ago Mrs. Buckman \vas 


teaching a Sabbath school class in the 
famous Tremont temple of Boston.

students were chiefly half grown boys of 
strongly inquiring minds. Their teacher 
found it hard to answer all their ques- 
tions, or rather to satisfy them with the 
ordinary Sabbath school lesson work. 
From books Mrs. Buckman soon went to 
the hieroglyphics, and in a short time she 
began the systematic study of them. 
In 


carrying on her work she naturally spent 
much time in the Boston Museum of Arts, 
which is constantly receiving some of the 
treasures brought to light by the Egyp- 
tian Exploration society. 
Her zeal fr»r 


her chosen study attracted not only the 
attention of tho mu«eum authorities, but 
of other persons, who turned to her for 
information about the history of the peo- 
ple of the Nile. 
Those who knew her 


ability came to her with requests that she 
should conduct small parties through the 
Egyptian rooms of the museum. She has 
also often been asked to prepare lectures 
and papers on the discoveries of recent 
years.

A few years ago, when the business of 


the Egyptian Exploration society in 
America was found to occasion too much 
work for the honorary secretary alone, 
Mrs. Buckman "was appointed secretary, 
and in her Boston office she transacts a 
large amount of work. Part of her work 
consists in answering questions, verbal or 
written. A rather pleasanter part is ac- 
knowledging the subscriptions of the 
many American subscribers to the fund 
and in sending- the money to the treasurer 
to transmit to the headquarters in Lon- 
don.

•What ~We Eat. 


A physician who proposed to devoto 


himself to the treatment of affections of 
the stomach started out a few years ago 
to see for himself what the common peo- 
ple of the world ate, how they cooked 
their food, what it was in their dietary 
that made them weak or strong, how they 
lived and what it cost them. 


He visited New England first as a part 


of his own country with which he was 
not familiar through actual experience. 
Here he lived among the common people, 
observing what they ate nnd how they 
cooked it. His observations, covering' a 
period of months, may be thus summar- 
ized: 


Int New England the people eat too 


many doughnuts, too much pie, hot bread, 
pork, cake, too many beans. 


In England he found they ate too rich 


and wholly indigestible meat sauces, too 
great an amount of rich puddings and 
sauces that never should enter any 
stomach. 


In Germany too many sour things were 


eaten, a superabundance of acidity, too 
much kraut, too many pickles and vege- 
tables in some styles of cooking. 


French people he found 
eating- too 


mnny condiments. Their foods were sea- 
soned beyond the endurance of a normal 
stomach. 


After a series of investigations he 


came home and began studying the diet- 
ary of the people of his own country, 
reaching the conclusion that the rest of 
the country outside ol New England 
combined all the vices of tho old world 
aud New -England and that that section 
had enough misery of its own to account 
for without going abroad for any im- 
ported dyspepsia. 


Woman at a Disadvantage, 


TVoman is always more or less at

Sensitive Children. 


Those children who are scolded and 


punished for the least delinquency either 
become hardened in wrongdoing or de- 
moralized by fear. In the latter case de- 
moralized is certainly not too strong a 
term for the results which follow injudi- 
cious punishment- A nervous child be- 
comes so afraid of doing wrong that at 
last he loses the power of discerning be- 
tween what is wrong and what is right 
and naturally chooses the course which 
he thinks least likely to lead to ehastu •- 
ment. He will descend to any amount of 
deceit and story telling to save himself 
from the results of his wrongdoing, and 
it is entirely out of the question that, if 
his first years are passed in such a mis- 
taken and perverted way, he should evei 
grow up into an honest and straightfor- 
ward man.

Jso stimulating drinks, such as coffee, tea 
and beer, must be given. The food must 
be quite plain, but wholesome and nour 
i«hing—fish, eggs, vegetables, cooked fruit 
and plenty of milk and milk puddings.

She regarded herself profession- 
ally as the pivot round which the whole 
machine of state revolved. This sense,

And gradually she hypno- 
tized the public imagination, so that at 
la<;t, in defiance of the theories of historic 
philosophers, the nation accepted tho 
<lueenV view of her own functions and

"How was it ever possible for a half 


dozen men to ride into a small town, like 
Xorthfield, Minn., rob a bank and ride 
away?" asked & reporter of a man in 
X«w York who knew the Younger broth- 
ers and tbe James boys. 


"Such a thing," was the reply, "could 


not be done so easily now as ia 1876. 
Bank robbery requires nerve of a pecul- 
iar order. I never engaged in the busi- 
ness myself, but »t one time in my life I 
knew men who did. I was personally ac- 
quainted, for instance, with the Younger* 
and the Jameses. Left to themselves, 
the James boys would never have been 
successful in baak robbery. They were 
better at holding tip stagecoaches aad 
railroad trains. But, to answer your ques- 
tion directly, the Northfield bank affair 
will illustrate tbe method. 


'•The gang that rode into Minnesota did 


not plan any particular robbery. It was 
a sort of bandits' outing party. They 
rode into Minnesota leisurely. Tbe party 
was composed of Cole, Jim and Bob 
Younger, Frank and Jesse James, Char- 
ley Pitts, Bill ChadweU and Clell Miller. 
They were well mounted. 


"The Youngers were the brains of the 


party. They were always men of good 
presence. Bob was as handsome as a 
well trained athlete. 
He always im- 


pressed-women favorably. Jim was the 
politician of the trio. He could talk to 
men and get their confidence. Cole was 
more reserved, but he could have joined 
any cSurcb. on his first application. His 
early training was in a religious direction. 


"These three visited some of the re- 


sorts in Minnesota before the Northfield 
affair came off. They learned a good deal 
in their visits about towns, about the peo- 
plw, for yon must remember that they 
were away off thsir compass when, they 
were in Minnesota. That's why they 
touched elbows with the people at the 
resorts. 
When the season was over, 


they knew the best place to strike. They 
knew how to get Into Northfield aud how 
to get ont of it, 


"Northfield had about 2,000 people. It 


was a quiet town. They didn't dash into 
it, as some people think. That isn't th 
way raids on banks were made in those 
days. Bob Younger, Jesse James and 
Charley Pitts rode into the town first, 
very leisurely. They bad no intention of 
creating any suspicion by doing anything 
else. It was a common occurrence for 
men to ride into town as they did. They 
tied their horses to a rack near the bank. 
They stood on the corner, as countrymen 
do in a small town, and talked politics as 
you and I would. 


"At the same time they were taking 


note of the people. They tarried on the 
corner at the hour of noon and after, for 
that was the time when people in a town 
like NorthfieJd were at dinner. They eat 
dinner in such, towns at noon. There 
were fewer people astir then than at any 
other hour. 
"While they were talking the other 


members of the gang, having undoubted- 
ly had some sort of signal, came whoop- 
ing and shouting down the main street. 
These were Jim and Cole Younger, Bill 
Chadwell and Clell Miller. Every one 
of them had beea with Quantrell, and 
•s they rode they uttered the rebel yell. 
It was new in Minnesota. Naturally, it 
startled the few people on the street. 


"As soon as Bob Younger and his two 


friends saw that the people on the street 
were confused they added to the confu- 
sion by running about, shouting, 'Get off 
the street!' You know how easy it IB 
for one man to control a panic stricken 
crowd. He can either make it run like 
scared animals or he can. if he is cool, 
round it up to a standstill. 


"The cry of 'Get off the street!' wai * 


new one in that quiet town. That it was 
uttered by strangers made no difference. 
People in a panic don't reason. If they 
did, there would be no fatalities. Bob 
Younger knew this. He and Cole and 
Jim planned the whole thing in advance. 
Get the people scared and they will run 
to their houses. 


"The moment Bob Younger saw the 


people on the run he and Pitts and James 
rushed into the bonk. They had, how- 
ever, flushed the game. The scare out- 
side bad penetrated the bank. The c*ash- 
ier, Haywood, had time to fathom the 
situation. He slammed the inner door of 
the vault shut and locked it. He must 
have been, an unusually quick man men- 
tally as well as physically. 


"His act disconcerted even such men as 


Bob Younger and Jesse James. The lat- 
ter lost MB head. He drew a knife across 
Haywood's throat to scare him and make 
him open the safe. 
Haywood didn't 


scare. There are few men who will not 
quail at the touch of cold steeL Jesse 
Jtmes cursed and raved. Two clerks in 
the bank escaped mud wore shot at. Bob 
Younger knew this was a mistake and 
left the bank. Jetve James followed, but 
turned, fired and killed Haywood. It was 
bad business. 
It only infuriated the 


town. 
"There was no necessity for James1 


shooting after he knew the safe door was

—a little dull of eye, nor quite perfect in 
the preeniog of their somewhat rumpled 
plumage, but billing and cooing with all 
the persistency and satisfaction, of their 
first caging. Their appearance upon the 
street provoked amusement, sometimes 
eten excitement- I often saw drivers of 
drays and wagons pull up their horses 
and stop in the crowded streets to stare 
at them ^s they made their way toward 
the theater. 
"Mrs. Kean lived inside the most as- 


tounding hoop that woman ever carried. 
Its size, its weight, its tilting power were 
awfuL Entrances had to be cleared of all 
chairs or tables to accommodate Mrs. 
Kean's hoop. People scrambled or slid 
sideways about her on the stage, swear- 
ing mentally all the time, while a sudden 
gasp from the front row or a groan from 
Mr. Cathcart announced a tilt and a reve- 
lation of beelless slippers and dead white 
stockings. 


"And in spite of his dignity Charles 


was not above a joke oa Ellen's hoop, for 
one rainy day as she strove to enter a 
: 


carriage door she stuck fast, and the hoop 
— mercy! It was well Mr. Kean was 
there to hold it down and, as a troubled 
voice from within said, 'I'm caught some- 
how; 
don't you see, Charles? with a 


twinkling eye Charles replied, 'Yes, El- 
len, my dear, I do see. and— and I'm try- 
ing to keep every one else from seeing, 
too!' a speech verging so closely upon im- 
propriety that, with antique coquetry, 
Mrs. Kean punished him by tweaking his 
ear when h» squeezed in beside her. 


"The Kean bonnet was the wonder of 


the town. It was & large coal scuttle of 
white leghorn, and at the back there was 
a sort of flounce of ribbon which she call- 
ed her 'bonnet cape.' Draped over it she 
wore a bright green barege veil. But 
she was not half so funny as was her hus- 
band oe the street His short little per- 
son was buttoned up tightly in a regular 
bottle green 'Mantalini' sort of overcoat 
-loaded with frogs of heavy cord and 
lined, cuffed and collared with fur of such 
remarkable color, quality and marking 
as would have pnzsled the most experi- 
enced student of natural history to name, 
while vicious little street boys at sight of 
it always put searching questions as to 
the price of catskins in London. 


"As they came down the street togeth- 


er, Mrs. Kean. majestically towering 
above her lord and master, looked like an 
'Id time frigate with every inch of can- 
-as spread, while at her side Charles 
uffed and fretted like a small tug. 
"The street boys were a continual tor- 


ment to him, but Mrs. Kean appeared se- 
enely unconscious of their existence even 
when her husband made short rushes at 
hem with fiis gold headed cane, crying: 
Go away, you irreverent little brutes! 
Jo away!' and then puffed laboriously

CHiFFEE HITS AT ALLIES 


Says Their Methods Have Been

RenmrdeA. 
One of tbe most practical and helpful j 


forms at aid given by the Charity Organ- 
ization society is that of teaching needy 
untrained women bow to do some useful | 
thing well. In the large building No. 516 
West Twenty-eighth street the laundry 
aud the sewing room help to solve the 
problem for a great many poor women 
who find themselves -without resources 
either of skill or money. 


When a woman of this class applies for 


help to the society, she is sent to the laun- j 
dry, which is fitted with the most modern j 
appliances, aud is there taught bow to 
do acceptable work for private families 
and is paid 60 cents a day while learning 
The methods used ia the laundry are so 
effective that many housekeepers send 
their servants to take a complete course 
in laundry work, paying a tuition fee of 
$5. One test of the efficiency of the sys 
tern is the fact that 50 shirts may be 
ironed in a day by a quick worker, where- 
as 25 was the limit by the old method of 
starching, said the manager, Mrs. E. V. 
H. Mansel!. 


There is always a email number of ex 


pert laundresses employed at 51.25 a day, 
as a great deal of underwear of the 
utmost daintiness is sent by patrons of 
the laundry, and their work furnishes ob- 
ject lessons.in fine laundering to the less 
skillful. As the latter acquire proficiency 
their wages are wised or they establish a 
business for themselves. A woman who 
has learned in this school finds little- difii 
culty in securing all the work she can do 
either at home or "by the day." 


Many of the women, interested in chari- 


table work when desirous of aiding indi- 
vidual cases pay the ?5 fee to enable 
them to take the complete course. The 
first thing-" taught is that chemicals are a 
contemptible subterfuge, only good soap 
and plenty^ of water being admissible in 
honest work. The last,is the art of fold- 
ing to the best advantage-both for addi 
tionaf attractiveness and the preservation 
from, crashing. Those who show reason- 
able aptitude are sent out for day's work 
in answer to the numerous applications 
that come to the house, and those who 
prove to be hopelessly dull are sent down 
stairs to the workroom where coarse sew- 
ing is taught. 


At noon every day .a substantial dinner 


Is served to the women, consisting of 
stew or soup and bofled meat with pota- 
toes and sometimes another vegetable, tea 
and bread. 


In, the workrooms are the women who 


for some reason cannot do laundry 
work. For them there are various indus- 
tries provided suitable for old and feeble 
women. Among these is the preparation 
nf rags for cottage carpets and strips for 
denim rngs. The institution has many 
contributions of new, bright pieces of 
woolen goods, and these are cnt into nar- 
row pieces and sewed into long strips. 
They are then sent to the weaver, who 
converts them into pretty carpets that 
w&nr indefinitely. 
The denim rugs are 


made in the same way, except that only 
one color is employed for the woof, the 
warp being made of white or cream cot- 
ton strips. Whole pieces of denim are 
bought for the purpose, in green, red and 
blue, and the women tear them into 
strips of the proper length. These arc 
greatly in demand for country houses and 
bedrooms, and many orders for them are 
received. A laree order has just been 
filled for a well known family to be sent 
to the beautiful summer home for veranda 
furnishing. 


The large stores often send packages of 


samples, and the bead of the sewing de- 
partment utilises the larger pieces in a 
most ingenious way. In a package of 
plaids, for instance, those of the samt, 
general coloring, though different designs, 
are combined into neat little frocks for1 
children so cleverly that the difference in 
pattern is hardly observable. Others are 
boldly adapted as if from choice and not 
necessity, and in such ways the women 
are taught to make use of the most un- 
promising material. One little dress was 
made of 24 pieces! These garments are 
sold to those who need them for a few 
cents. 


The women in the workrooms receive 


60 cents a day and get a substantial din- 
ner similar to that given to the laun- 
dresses. 
They make nurses' caps and 


aprons and other articles, which are 
bought by the patrons, most of whom get 
nil their supplies of that nature from the 
institution. 


A feature of the house is the bathroom, 


which every woman is obliged to nse at 
least three times n. week, and perfect 
neatness Is the rule throughout the house. 
—New York Tribune.

It aeems to be because 
women cannot see their own shoes and 
petticoats that they think they arc not 
visible to others and if they look well 
above the knees that they are perfectly 
gowned. Skirts also need much attention 
to keep them clean and in order and neat 
at the bottom.

Chaffee, who commanded the Ameri- 
can troops iu China, arrived here with j 
some of his troops yesterday on tbe 
transport Sunmer from Taku. Tbe 
troops will be landed today. General 
Chaffee told a correspondent that the 
Chinese question now binges on a sat- 
isfactory allotment of the indemnity. 
He does not expect definite develop- 
ments until this matter is settled. The 
entire attention of the Chinese Is direct- 
ed to obtaining the evacuation of tbe 
province of Chi-11 by the foreign troops. 
and hence they are willing to accede to 
all reasonable demands. They earnest- 
ly desire to resume their government, 
but the question of guarantees for the 
indemnity is a serious one which will 
require much time, patience and for- 
bearance to settle. 


Meantime lawlessness is spreading 


in the province, as no imperial troops 
are allowed there. After the evacua- 
tion by the allies the return of normal 
conditions will be gradual. Until then 
China will have no opportunity to 
prove her sincerity. It is manifestly 
impossible for her to do so before nor- 
mal conditions are re-established.

Why Fruit* Change Color. 


Here are the best opinions of leading 


Scientists as to why most fruits under- 
go changes during the ripening process: 
t Js known that as fniits come ta ma- 
turity there is a process of absorption 
df material from the tree's sap, as well 
as a cell growth within the fruit itself; 
that the absorption of oxygen and the 
giving off of carbonic acid gas are 
actions strict^ analogous to the res- 
piration of animals; that there ia a 
transformation of vegetable Hber into 
sugar and water. Tbe rapidity and per- 
fection of this process depend princi- 
pally upon the amount of sunshine to 
which the fruit is exposed while It Is 
(tolng on. The outer membranes of most 
all fruits assume a positive color when 
the ripening change is coming on, but 
why one i}lum is green and another 
blue, one apple red and another yellow, 
the most rigid research has failed to 
discover, but that the primary changes 
n the color of each particular species 
of rait Is due to the reasons given 
above there is not the least doubt. 


When fruit has turned all its fiber to 


sugar and water, the absorption of 
oxygen must be checked by cutting off 
light and air; or, if allowed to con- 
tinue, the next chemical change in- 
volves the decomposition of the sugar, 
and the fruit becomes "rotten." The 
action of frost upon fruit is to crystal- 
lize all of its contained moisture. If 
this can again be converted Into sugar 
by a very gradual process, the sugar of 
the fruit is found to be uninjured. 


Fire on Exposition Ground*. 


Buffalo, June 6.—A fire which for a 


time threatened to assume serious pro- 
portions occurred at the Pan-American 
exposition grounds last niglit. 
The 


blaze started in the beautiful Orient, a 
Midway show. Two of the performers 
were badly burned while trying to 
extinguish the flames. Just before the 
theater performance was ended smoke 
was seen coming from one of the small 
buildings in the concession. The cry 
of fire almost caused a panic in the 
theater. There -was a mad rush for 
the exits, but fortunately toe crowd 
was not large, and no one \vns in- 
jured. Firemen extinguished the flames, 
bnt not until damage Imd been done 
amounting to several hundred "dollars.

In the year 134G Werk castle was de-

There was a mseting of the railroad 


commissioners of tbe state, at the citj 
hall tn this city, beginning at 10.30 
o'clock loday, all of the members of the 
board, Hon. Henry M. Putney of Man- 
chefeter, Hon. E. B. S. Saaborn of 
Franklin and Hon. Francis Faulkner tf 
Keene, being present, to hear tbo ap 
peal of the Portsmouth street railway 
company from the location and restric- 
tions imposed upon the company by 
the board of mayor and alderman, in 
regard to the proposed extension of the 
company's tracks. 


There was a largo gathering of prom 


inent citizens present at the hearing 
and much interest was manifested in 
the proceedings. The legal talent en- 
gaged in the action included tho promi- 
nent attorneys of the city, Judge Samu 
el W. Emery and S. Peter Emery ap 
pearicg for the city, or tbe board of 
mayor and aldermen, and Jwlge Calvin 
?age and Hon. J. 8. H. Frink appeared 
or the petitioners. A mong the others 
ntereeted In tbe matter present were, 
Charles H. Knight, Exeter, Civil Engi- 
neer Thompson, Snpt. Howard of the 
electric railroad, HOD. E. E. Mclntire, 
major, and a number of the members 
of the board of aldermen. 


The proceedings 
were opened by 


Judge Page, who stated, the objections 
;o the restrictions and the matters in- 
volved in the location imposed by the 
board of mayor and aldermen, from 
which the appeal was entered. 
Mr. 


Page stated that it was an impossibility 
to build the proposed extension accord- 
ing to the restrictions. 


There was quite a lively discussion 


soon after the proceedings opened, be- 
tween Judge Page and Judge Emery, 
as to Mr. Lovell's interests in the mat- 
ter, the discussion arising from some of 
the statements advanced by Mr. Page. 


Judge Emery objected to the bring-

railroad 
company never intended to 


build it without they wore forced to.
